Some 1,000 people were appar- 
ently in a celebratory mood last 
Friday night as they made their 
way to the Addison Gallery of 
American Art’s 75th birthday 
party celebration.

The snow accumulation typi- 
cally gets all the attention when

But the brutal 100 mph winds 
and monstrous 40-foot waves 
off the state’s coastline led to a 
little-talked about ocean tragedy 
that night.

Its May- 
day call went out.

New entrance for Merrimack? 


Police suggest new turn lane onto Routes 125 and 114

Merrimack College is hop- 
ing to make a grand entrance in 
Andover — literally 

The established college on 
the Andover/North Andover 
line has proposed a project that 
will move its main entrance 180 
feet, from Andover Street 
(Route 125) in North Andover 
to Elm Street in Andover. There 
is already an entrance to the col- 
lege off Elm Street, but it is not 
considered the school’s main 
entrance. This would remain 
untouched, as a secondary 
entrance. 

“This is primarily to create a 
more distinguished entrance to 
the college,” said Merrimack 
College spokeswoman Heathe1 
Notaro. “It’s to make a more 
welcoming and_ inviting 
entrance for students, prospec- 
tive students and families.” 

The new entrance off Elm 
Street would mean that one of 
the first things visitors to the 
Catholic college see is its 


church building. 


According to Notaro, the 
new entrance will be more aes- 
thetically pleasing than the 
existing one on Andover Street, 
using less asphalt and new 
lighting, most likely in the form 
of lampposts. The entrance will 
have brick piers with iron fenc- 
ing, and will be lined with 35 
newly planted elm trees. The 
current entrance on Andovel 
Street will become a lawn area, 
said Notaro. 

“Until we go through the 
permit process, we can’t accu- 
rately gauge what the cost will 
be,” she said. 

The proposal will be 
reviewed by the Andover Con- 
servation Commission at a pub- 
lic meeting on June 6, at 8:15 
p.m. in the third floor confer- 
ence room of Town Offices. 

“It’s not a wetlands project, 
but it is across the street from a 
wetland,” said Conservation 
Director Bob Douglas, “so it’s 
under the commission’s 
review.”

CRANK CALLS 
Two bomb scares empty 


River Road restaurant

Employees and patrons 
evacuated the Chateau 
Restaurant twice on Tuesday, 
after a man called the River 
Road establishment threaten- 
ing to detonate a bomb 
inside. 

Rick Learoyd, the manag- 
er on shift at the time, said a 
man called the front desk 
around 2:40 p.m. and said, 
“You better get all of the 
employees out of there 
because there’s a bomb and 
I’m going to blow up the 
(expletive) building in 15 
minutes.” 

An employee at the restau- 
rant immediately called 911 
and both the Andover Police 
and Fire Departments 
responded. 

“The response was amaz- 
ing,” said Learoyd. “The 
police and fire department 
were here in minutes.” 

Police searched the build- 
ing with dogs trained to find 
explosives, and determined 
that the building was safe. 

“They checked everything 


out and everything was fine,” 
said Police Lt. Kevin Winters. 

Learoyd said that anybody 
familiar with the restaurant 
would know that it is usually 
quiet on Tuesday afternoon, 
which makes him suspect it 
was a random prank. But the 
man called in a second bomb 
threat around 6 p.m., causing 
another evacuation and 
search by police. 

“Tt was basically the same 
as the first one,” Winters said. 
“Officers checked it out and 
found nothing.” 

Learoyd said he could not 
think of anyone who would 
be interested in trying to 
harm the restaurant by turn- 
ing away people with a bomb 
scare. 

Police are working with a 
local phone company to see if 
they can trace the call and are 
interviewing employees of | 
the restaurant. They cusrently 
have no suspects. 

“Let’s face it,’ said Win- 
ters. “It could have been a 
customer who had a bad veal 
cutlet Saturday night.”

Shawsheen Square merchants display anger over soon-to-come pay parking unit

Shawsheen Square business 
owners are upset they will take 
the biggest hit when a pay-and- 
display parking machine is 
installed in the free 35-space lot 
at Balmoral Street. 

The big, yellow machine 
should be installed and working 
within the next few months and 
anyone parking in the lot on 
weekdays will have to pay. 

“We haven’t even been told 


about this,” said Michael Hel- 
man, co-owner of Shawsheen 
Village Liquors. “My wife and I 
park there every day. We're not 
going to pay to park while we 
work.” 

The Helmans and Andover 
Hockey Shop owner Chris Grav- 
ell claim that at least SO percent 
of the people who park in the lot 
are business owners and employ- 
ees at Shawsheen Square. 

Police Chief Brian Pattullo 


told Town Meeting voters that at 
least 80 percent of the people 
who park there are commuters 
who take buses, many to 
Lawrence, to work. On Monday, 
the lot contained vehicles with 
Massachusetts and a few New 
Hampshire license plates. About 
10 cars were seen leaving the lot 
around noontime and returning 
around | p.m. 

A handful of commuters got 
off a bus just before 6 Monday 


night. Most of the vehicles had 
left the parking lot shortly after 5 
and a few remained, seemingly 
parents of soccer players who 
had a practice nearby. 

“We'll just start parking on 
the street,’ Helman said. “My 
wife and I will also try to take 
one car as many days as possi- 
ble.” 

The Helmans and Gravell 
said business owners don’t park 
in any of the small parking lots

in Shawsheen Square because 
they want to leave those spaces 
for customers. 

“You can’t expect people to 
park way out of their way to get 
to our stores,’ Gravell said. 

Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski supports the new 
parking meters. 

“This is a self-supported pro- 
gram that will save the town 
money,” he said. “The money 
will come out of the parking 
meter account to pay for the 
machine and the money made 
will go right back in to pay for 
salaries and maintenance. Most 
of the people parking in this lot 
are commuters.” 

The machine will cost 


$20,000 and will come out of the 
town’s Off-Street Parking 
Reserve Fund. Pattullo and 
Stapczynski expect the pay-and- 
display to make about $20,000 
to $25,000 a year. Stapezynski 
said town officials this year 
worked hard to find ways to 
close a deficit while trying not to 
cut services or lay off employ- 
ees. “This was one of ways the 
town found to raise revenues,” he 
said. 

Helman is afraid the greatest 
negative impact will be on 
employers and employees 
because commuters will start 
getting to Shawsheen Square 
earlier to take all of the free spots 
on the street.

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Book REVIEW 


The Time Machine 
BY H.G. WELLS 


Reviewed by John Chartier and James Caron 


Ever wonder what the future might hold? John and 
James review a book by H.G. Wells that provides one 
possible answer. 

VERY YOUNG KID DREAMS of being transported to a 

distant future or to the mysterious past in a time 

machine. But what many children don’t think of, 
is what the future might really be like. 

Would the future be a land full of flying cars and 
buildings straight out of The 
Jetsons, or could it be a 
much more sinister place? 
In the book The Time 
Machine, author H.G. Wells 
looks at a possible answer. 

“The Time Traveler” is a 
19th-Century scientist who 
has discovered the key to 
time travel. He travels to 
802,701 AD, a time when 
there are no longer 
“humans” as he knows 
them. Instead, two species, 
the kind, heartwarming Eloi 
and the fearsome Morlocks, live in not-so-perfect har- 
mony. 

The Time Traveler is horrified to find out why these 
two species live at odds with each other at all times...

The Time Machine was published in the late 1800s, 
yet its intricate and complex plot has managed to stay 
fresh and interesting even through today. 

Wells’ description of the future is one that will stay 
with the reader for weeks after he or she finishes reading 
the book. The idea of an utopian paradise where evil 
lurks deep in the forest is one that sent chills down our 
spines. 

This book poses an excellent question that every 
reader is forced to ask him or herself at some point 
while reading: What will happen to the future of our 
world if we continue on our current path? It is a question 
that most definitely lacks a concrete answer. 

It has been argued by some that The Time Machine 
by H.G. Wells is the book that inspired the science-fic- 
tion genre. Undoubtedly, this book has withstood the 
test of time and is still considered one of the top novels 
ever written. 

If you enjoy this book, we also highly recommend 
H.G. Wells’ other novels, such as War of the Worlds and 
The Invisible Man. All of Wells’ books are considered 
today to be classics, and justly so. 

We give The Time Machine a nine out of 10. It is an 
amazing novel with allure that has managed to last more 
than 100 years.

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Civil War will come to life during 
encampment at Wood Hill Middle School 


With Expeditionary Learning, educators say students are en gaged learners

F YOU SEE A BRIGADE of Civil 
War soldiers camped out 
behind Wood Hill Middle 
School a week from Satur- 
day, don’t be alarmed — they’re 
from the Union. 

Professional reenactors will 
represent the 28th Massachusetts 
Regiment Irish Brigade and take 
part in Wood Hill’s eighth-grade 
Expeditionary Learning Program 
on Saturday, May 20. 

“It’s a way of making the Civil 
War a little more reai for the 
kids,” said Wood Hill Principal 
Patrick Bucco. 

The reenacted 28th Regiment 
will be encamped at the school 
overnight on Friday and do 
demonstrations and interact with 
the public from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
on Saturday. 

Also joining them will be the 
Providence Brigade Band, which 
will perform two concerts featur- 
ing Civil War music, at 11 a.m. 
and | p.m. The first concert will 
include student participation. 

The 45 students involved in 
the project will shadow the reen- 
actors, who never break charac- 
ter, participating in drills and 
interviewing them to get a feel 
for the way things were back in 
the early 1860s. 

“It’s a good way for them to 
learn about the (Civil War) camp- 
life,” said social studies teacher 
Karen Parker. 

The students will also 
research actual Civil War soldiers 
and civilians from Andover, 
through the Andover Historical 
Society and Memorial Hall 
Library, to bring the war a little 
closer to home. Memorial Hall in 
the town library is a memorial to 
Andover people who died as a 
result of serving in the Civil War. 

“We want them to see the 
influence that Andover had on 
the Civil War, and how the Civil 
War influenced Andover,” said 
Bucco. 

Each student will then pro- 
duce a portfolio of letters and 
journals, as if written by the sol- 
dier or civilian they researched. 

“The idea is for them to take 
on a persona,” said Parker. 

Other Expeditionary Learning 
Program projects have included 
an Underground Railroad simu- 
lation that took place last Thurs- 
day night in the woods behind 
the school, and an upcoming trip 
to the fort and Civil War prison 
on Georges Island in Boston Har- 
bor. The program, once federally 
funded, is now primarily paid for 
by private donors, said Bucco. 
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Matt Wolff (above, and at left below) and Dave Goodwin are two of the professional reenactors that 
will represent the 28th Massachusetts Regiment Irish Brigade and take part in Wood Hill’s eighth- 
grade Expeditionary Learning Program next weekend, May 19 and 20.

The only question is how a gallery with one of the 
most extensive collections of American art — and vis- 
ible trom Main Street, no less — can still be consid- 
ered a hidden jewel in its own town.

Senior citizen: Why I booed at Town Meeting 


Editor, Townsman: 

I sent the town a check for 
my Andover taxes, which 
amount to $1,045.63 for a quar- 
terly payment. It looks like 
“they” will be going up again. 
As a senior citizen, I find this 
very difficult (although no one 
seems to be at all impressed by 
that). 

Ihave lived all my life here in 
Andover, and I went to school 
here. I did have to leave school 
when I was 15 as my mother 
and I needed to go to work for 
monetary reasons. I returned to 
Punchard after a year of full- 
time work. After returning, I 
went to work every day after 
school. 

I know it is a different world 
today, but I must mention that 
when my neighbors and | sent 
our children off to kindergarten, 
we had to walk them to the 
Shawsheen School; then walk 
home; then walk to the school 
(just under a mile) to get them; 
then walk home again. We did 
that for each child that went to 
kindergarten day in and day out. 

Most of us also volunteered 
in different classes to assist the 
teachers. Not to mention all the 
PTO programs to raise money. I 
also volunteered for sports pro- 
grams such as the ski program 
at Bradford and many hockey 
programs over 12 years. I am 
trying to illustrate that we did 
not expect the town to do every- 
thing. We also had confidence in 
the School Committee, the prin- 
cipals and the curriculum. 

Trying to keep up with my 
taxes is really a burden. I do not

I am 
thinking the only benefits I am 
getting from my taxes now are 
the library and maybe some of 
the hiking that the Conservation 
Commission has provided. 
There might be another source, 
but I cannot think of any right 
now. 

I have been a good Andover 
citizen; i.e. Town Meetings, 
Andona Society (where the 
profits go to the youth of 
Andover) volunteering at places 
such as the schools and Pomps 
Pond. But the town of Andover 
has not been good to me. I real- 
ly have asked for very little. (I 
did not vote for a new senior 
center as I believe it was way 
out of proportion in costs and 
expectations. As I opposed the 
new senior center, it really left 
me with no representation.) 

Two years ago, I fell on wires 
extended across the back of the 
field house at Town Meeting. I 
did not receive one cent towards 


my medical expenses as my 
nose was broken in two places 
and my teeth went through my 
upper inside lip. I was in the 
Holy Caritas Hospital for two 
days. 

This year at Town Meeting, 
as I sat in the back row and 
watched a great number of vot- 
ers come en masse I realized 
these people arrived together for 
a reason, to add millions more 
to the school budget. When 
“they” won the vote they let out 
a cheer. Then they hastily 
marched out as soon as they got 
what they wanted, with no idea 
of how ignorant they were; they 
cared nothing else about the 
town. These same people will be 
gone as soon as their children 
graduate and leave Andover. 

Most of my alumni friends 
from Punchard High School, 
plus other friends, have discov- 
ered that our adult children can- 
not afford to buy in Andover. 
This would be a very interesting 
statistic: how many Andover 
adult children have bought 
homes here and been able to 
maintain them. 

Jim Doherty (who I have 
always respected) said there 
would be no booing in Andover. 
Please know that I was one of 
those who booed. I did not boo 
because of the way the vote 
went. I booed because of those 
citizens who had the audacity to 
come en masse, cheer loudly 
when they won, and then stare 
you down as they walked out of 
the building.

Town needs to study traffic impact of adding ramps 


Editor, Townsman: 

I attended the meeting last 
Tuesday regarding the new 
interchange at Interstate 93 
between Route 125 and Das- 
comb Road. There were a hand- 
ful of landowners who have 
property in that vicinity who 
boasted how much it would do 
for Andover to increase the 
amount of industrial land and, 
therefore, taxes. There were 
homeowners who lived in Bal- 
lardvale and along 125 who 
expressed concern about the 
impact of traffic from the com- 
muters and, especially, the mall. 

There is, as | now understand 
it, over a half million square 
feet of industrial space that is 
empty in Andover. Add to that 
the neighboring Lucent technol- 
ogy building in North Andover, 
Cummings Park in Woburn and 
you get a whole lot of empty 
buildings. We, in Andover, rent 
out space at $6 to $7 dollars a 
square foot, which is a bargain 
compared to towns south of us 
which are renting at $20 to $25 
a square foot. So, even at bar- 
gain rates, we Cannot rent out 


our existing space. Road access 
is not the cause of this shortfall. 
How is adding more space and 
roads going to help this situa- 
tion? 

The whole project takes on a 
different complexion when you 
add the 750,000 square foot 
mall, slated to be built in 
Tewksbury with access roads 
only coming from the Andover 
side of the highway. Yes, if you 
live in Tewksbury, you have to 
get on to Andover roads to get 
into the mall. Yes, if you live in 
North Andover, Middleton, 
Peabody, you will drive down 
Andover roads to get to this 
destination mall. What is 
appalling is that no studies have 
been ‘conducted as of late to 
determine the impact of this 
traffic. 

Add to this that there is pos- 
sibly an additional “park and 
ride” facility and train stop 
scoped for the Andover I-93 
industrial area. So that means 
we are adding buildings, a mall, 
a “park and ride,” and a train 
stop to be accessed by Andover 
roads primarily and no traffic 


studies have been conducted. 
Preposterous. 

Where is Andover’s Plan- 
ning Department on all of this? 
I noticed at the meeting that the 
representative from the Plan- 
ning Department continually 
nodded his head when a devel- 
oper was speaking and went 
blank when a concern was 
raised from a citizen. Town 
planners are hired by taxpayers, 
not developers. 

We might think it is too late 
to do anything about this situa- 
tion as a date of the end of May 
has been arbitrarily set to sub- 
mit a report on recommenda- 
tions for the type of interchange 
that should be built. That date 
can be changed. I call on 
Andover selectmen to take a 
stand on this issue and insist 
that complete traffic studies be 
conducted before we weigh in 
on any recommendation. Once 
we understand the impact of 
this enormous development, we 
can make a decision. Until then, 
we are flying blind.

Dr. Ron Francis is a physics teacher at 
Andover High School; he is both my valued 
friend and my colleague. His reputation has been 
Vilified in two recent editions of the Townsman 
by Eric Danis, a graduate of Andover High 
School. In his letters, Danis claims that Francis 
produces, “... Hateful rhetoric against the Jews of 
Israel” and that Francis, “...is on record as saying 
he is working to eradicate the state of Israel...” 
Danis’s vitriolic attack against Francis should 
not go unchallenged. 

Francis has a distinguished and consistent 
career of defending human rights. He was a 
graduate student organizer at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology against the apartheid 
government of South Africa. He opposed the 
South African apartheid government because it 
denied equal rights to people based upon race. 
He is active in defending the rights of Native 
Americans in this hemisphere. In addition, he is 
an outspoken advocate for the rights and dignity 
of teachers and staff in the Andover Public 
School system through his work with our union, 
the Andover Education Association. 

Francis continues to be an advocate for 
human rights. His position regarding the Israel- 
Palestinian struggle is consistent with his 
defense of other oppressed groups. He advocates 
that Jews and Palestinians have fundamental 
human rights. These include the right of Jews to 
live in peace, but these same rights also include 
the right of Palestinian refugees who were dri- 
ven from their homes in the late 1940s to be 
allowed to return to their land. These Palestinian 
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homes are in the territory known as Israel. These 
folks have been granted refugee status by the 
United Nations they have a legal, fundamental 
right to return to their homes, to claim their 
property and to be fully enfranchised. Would 
such a change alter the configuration of the cur- 
rent state of Israel? The answer is unequivocally 
yes. Israel would become a nation that embraces 
human rights for everyone including those dri- 
ven out of the territory. Such a policy would cre- 
ate a nation free from discrimination based upon 
ascribed characteristics such as race or religion. 
Then Israel would truly become a democratic 
nation. This position embraces diversity and ulti- 
mately provides security for all citizen of Israel. 

Francis should be commended as a coura- 
geous defender of human rights. He continues to 
work on behalf of people who have been dis- 
franchised from their rights as well as removed 
from their land. He has advocated in the past for 
South African blacks, who were victims of 
apartheid; now he advocates for Native Ameri- 
can who have lost land and political power, and 
he advocates for the right of Palestinians to 
return to their homes with full human and polit- 
ical rights. His position makes sense to anyone 
who wishes to see peace and dignity for all peo- 
ple who live in the Middle East. 

Francis’s work defending those who are mar- 
ginalized should be supported by the communi- 
ty of Andover rather than denigrated by Danis.

Andover youth are faced 
with inadequate playing fields along with inad- 
equate parking facilities at the fields. The park- 


ing problem resulted from the fact that several 
games were being played in such a small area. 
Andover parents and children who play sports 
in Andover recognize that they deserve better 
facilities. 

I did not receive a ticket. However I believe it 
was inappropriate for the officer to ticket cars in 
this situation. There was adequate room for 
emergency vehicles to pass through the parking 
lot and the cars that were being ticketed were 
not hindering the flow of traffic through the lot. 
In my opinion, a more appropriate approach by 
the officer would have been to assist the parents 
in finding spaces or directing them not to park 
in inappropriate spaces. Or the officer could 
have issued warning notices to the vehicles 
instead of tickets.

| Spring is my favorite season. It’s the time for fiddlehead ferns. I 
| Possess an internal anatomical alarm clock 
that rings when these scrumptious gems are 
harvested in mid-May. This week my clock 
rang loud and clear and awoke my taste 
buds. 

Fiddlehead ferns are the unfurled frond 
tips of ostrich and cinnamon ferns. Tightly 
wound, they resemble the coiled scrolls of 
violins — hence the name. The tighter the 
twist, the fresher and more delectable their 
flavor. Mature, uncoiled ferns, however, are 
inedible. The window for harvesting these 
unusual greens is rather small, a peephole 
of about two weeks. Fiddlehead ferns grow 
on mossy riverbanks in the northeast and 
on the eastern coast of Canada. 

My introduction to fiddlehead ferns was 
When my sister Ronna, then a college 
freshman, received a bowl of fiddleheads 
from a boyfriend. She dumped the guy but kept the ferns. He 
learned the bitterness of rejection while Ronna and I learned to 
love the bitter bite of this vegetation. They taste like a cross 
between asparagus and either spinach or broccoli but have the 
texture more akin to green beans. I enjoy eating all vegetables but 
if I had to choose a favorite then it would have to be the fiddle- 
head fern. 

If your philosophy is, “Fiddle dee dee, I'll think about fiddle- 
heads tomorrow,” then stop thinking! Get out there, buy some of 
these supremely seasonal delicacies and try eating them. Lightly 
steam them and squirt on some fresh lemon juice to showcase 
their unique flavor. Or, if you’re more ambitious. try the follow-

A Fiddlehead Fan’s Salad 
Serves four as a main course or six as a side dish 

This salad combines a variety of grains and greens. Soft 
quinoa (pronounced KEEN-wah) and al dente wild rice pair with 
tender-crisp fiddlehead ferns, crunchy celery and sweet dried 
blueberries, and everything is laced with a bright lime vinai- 
grette. The result is a mouth-watering blend of texture and flavor 
in every bite. This spring salad is colorful and healthful. Enjoy! 


For the lime vinaigrette: 
* 1 clove garlic

* One-fourth cup good quality extra virgin olive oil 

1. Combine garlic, shallot, lime juice, balsamic vinegar and 
salt in a food processor. Pulse until well minced and combined. 
With the motor running, slowly add the olive oil. Taste and add 
some freshly ground pepper until you have achieved a state of 
“peppery perfection.” Not too much pepper, though, but just 
enough that it tastes good to you. I use about 10 grinds. Set aside.

* One-half cup wild rice (or wild rice blend) 


* Three-fourths cup water 

* One-fourth cup dry white wine 

* One-half cup quinoa 

* One cup vegetable stock 

* One-half pound fiddlehead ferns

* One-fourth cup pine nuts, lightly toasted 

* One-half cup edamame or fava beans (optional) 


* Grated zest of one lime (from the lime juiced above for the vinai- 
grette)

Pulitzer Prize-winning poet 
Richard Wilbur coming to PA 


Public invited to poetry reading and book signing 


ICHARD WILBUR, a two- 
time Pulitzer Prize win- 
ner and this year’s win- 


ner of the 2006 Ruth Lilly Poet- 
ry Prize, is coming to the 
Phillips Academy campus 
tomorrow, Friday, May 12 
where he will conduct a poetry 
reading at 7 p.m. 

Following the reading, he 
will conduct a question-and- 
answer period and sign copies 
of his books, the most recent of 
which is Richard Wilbur: Col- 
lected Poems 1943 — 2004.

Earlier this year, Wilbur was 
named the winner of the 2006 
Ruth Lilly Poetry Prize. Estab- 
lished in 1986, the prize is one 
of the most prestigious given to 
American poets, and at 
$100,000 it is one of the 
nation’s largest literary honors. 
The prize will be presented at 
an evening ceremony at the Arts 
Club in Chicago on May 25.

well with the wild rice and vinaigrette. Cover and 
chill (can be done one day ahead or early on the 
“eating day”). 

3. Trim the ends of the fiddlehead ferns. Rinse 
and shake well to remove the little brown flecks. 
Bring a pot of well-salted water to the boil. Stir in 
the fiddlehead ferns. When the water returns to 
the boil (about 3 minutes), they are done. Drain 
and toss with cold running water to stop the cook- 
ing process and lock in the vivid green color. If 
you prefer washing lots of dishes, then feel free to 
“shock” the fiddlehead ferns in an ice water bath. 
Pat dry with paper towels and add to the rice. 

4. Add the celery, pine nuts and blueberries 
(and optional edamame or fava beans) along with _ 
the lime zest. Taste and correct seasoning, if nec- | 
essary. Chill until ready to serve. |

Comet fragments 
streak by earth 


May is a great time to look at the night 
sky. Evenings are warmer, just in time for 
nature's show. 

About 11 years ago, a comet fell apart. It 
was 150 million miles from earth. This week, 
the pieces will fly past earth, giving sky watch- 
ers a chance to see something unique 

In 1995, Comet 73P/Schwassmann- 
Wachmann 3 fell apart. Scientists don't know 
why. 

The comet's nucleus split into about three 
“mini-comets." The mini-comets fell into a 
single file line. 

Those mini-comets continued to break up. 
Astronomers now count at least 19 fragments. 
There may be even more pieces when the 
“string of pearls" flies past. 

May 12, 13 and 14, the fragments will fly 
closer to Earth than any comet has come in 
more than 20 years. However, there is no dan- 
ger of a collision since the comets are about 
six million miles away. That's 25 times far- 
ther than the Moon. 

The comet fragments will take a route 
through the constellations Cygnus and Pe- 
gasus. 

The mini-comets will not be very bright. To 
see the fragments you must look through bin- 
oculars or a telescope. They will be best seen 
from the countryside or an area with very 
little light. 

The Hubble Space Telescope will watch. 
The giant Arecibo radar located in Puerto Rico 
will attempt to pick up pings from the frag- 
ments so they can be checked for their shape 
and spin. 

“This is a rare opportunity to watch a comet 
in its death throes - from very close range,’ 
says Don Yeomans, head of NASA's Near 
Earth Object Program at JPL. 
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A camera on the Hubble Space Telescope 
took this image of comet fragment B.

owntown Friday afternoon traffic could 
be heavier — albeit showing a little 
more class than usual - tomorrow, Fri- 
day, May 12, as 700 local high school- 
ers are heading to the Andover High School 
prom. 

They will pick up tuxedos and corsages, and 
get their hair styled in updos at shops throughout 
downtown. The area is sure to be hopping. 

“At least there are lots of choices for them.

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Stowe School teachers offered real grades, real lessons 


In the basement of Stowe 
School was the “milk and

named because in the mid- 
dle of the morning we sat 
on stools and benches and 
were fed extra calories in 
the form of whole milk and 
cookies. We paid a nominal 
sum for these treats, maybe 
a dime or a quarter a week. 
Those that brought brown 
bags also ate lunch there at 
midday, 

Stowe School was built in the mid-1890s and 
was named after Harriet Beecher Stowe, who had 
lived a short distance away. Stowe School was 
the largest and most important of the elementary 
schools in town until Central Elementary School 
(now Doherty Middle School) was built in 1952. 

In the campus that contained Punchard, 
Memorial Auditorium, and the junior high on the 
north side (all now used for municipal purposes), 
Stowe School anchored the south end, sitting 
about 20 yards off Bartlet Street. Between Stowe 
and Punchard but closer to the Memorial Audito- 
rium was the John Dove School (built in 1878, 
torn down right after Central was put up). Next to 
John Dove on the Playstead side was the Samuel 
Jackson School (1910-1982). 

Although John Dove was always called that, 
Samuel Jackson was called simply “Jackson” in 
my lifetime. The two schools were joined by an 
enclosed walkway when I was in elementary 
school. John Dove was named after a town indus- 
trialist and Samuel Jackson was a local minister 
who had been on the school committee. Behind 
Stowe and running down to Jackson and John 
Dove was a big playground. 

Stowe, John Dove, and Jackson (especially 
Jackson) were handsome buildings that would 
have been preserved, perhaps cherished, on a pri- 
vate school campus. Of the three of them, Stowe 
was the most imposing, being majestic and tall, 
sitting above the other schools on the upside of 
Bartlet t. It's one unattractive feature was 
the scar of a fire escape that was bolted to the 
outside spine of the building. 

For people my age and older, it’s hard to think 
of Stowe without bringing to mind Miss Barrett 
and the Stack Sisters. Although there were other 
fine teachers at the school, these three women 
epitomized elementary education before the 
modern era. The Stacks taught for a combined 
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total of 90 years: Alice the fourth grade, and 
Eunice, the sixth. Catherine Barrett was the prin- 
cipal. They were Miss Stack, Miss Stack, and 
Miss Barrett respectively. The word “Miss” 
always preceded the last name whether we were 
addressing them directly or talking among our- 
selves as kids on the playground. 

In many municipalities, including Andover, 
elementary teachers were mostly unmarried 
women. They were unmarried when they were 
hired by school committees, and they were sup- 
posed to stay that way. (The policy changed dur- 
ing World War II, affecting some of the younger 
teachers.) The Stacks and Miss Barrett, and 
teachers like them, were held in high regard. 
Those few students who felt to the contrary were 
aberrations. 

However, when you entered their classrooms 
for the first day of school, especially Miss Stack’s 
sixth-grade class, you did so with trepidation. 
Alice and Eunice Stack were older women when 
I was in school, and were well-known discipli- 
narians. Probably because she was dealing with 
rambunctious | ]- and 12-year-olds, Eunice Stack 
had to be a tad tougher.

easy-to-see white straps that were 

wrapped around the waist and over 
one shoulder. Before the mid- 1950s, few students 
were driven to and from school. Families only 
had one car so most of us walked. The few who 
were allowed to use bicycles were subject to the 
authority of bicycle-riding patrol leaders. The 
tool for exercising patrol-leader authority was the 
threat of “going up.” If you were “sent up,” you 
literally had to walk to the top of Stowe School 
and go through a short trial in a small assembly 
room. A patrol leader saying, “You're going up,” 
was a serious matter. “You better be careful or I'll 
bring you up,” was a warning to be heeded. 

The captains of the patrols would run the 
once-a-Week trials, but any discipline would be at 
Miss Barrett’s discretion. It was an exercise in the 
American system of justice. The person who 
“sent you up” would say why you were there, and 
you'd have the opportunity to respond (usually 
by apologizing). Punishments meted out by Miss 
Barrett usually fit the crime. A letter to your par- 
ents, coupled with having to “stay after” for sev- 
eral days, was the worst of all punishments.
